Wbon be roturnod bo was 
accompanied by a woman whom he kopt bid 
out in Ihe woods. One day Henry Puge, 
who was from Carolina, and know Davla 
there, came upon them and recognizod the 
woman a* Davis' first wife Davis and hi* 
wife ran off Into the woods, and that was 
tho last soen of tbe woman.

The time fiJted by law lor first eX- 
aniination of Teachers is Friday 
and Saturday, July Oth and 7th, 
which will cause schools in Law- 
rence county to begin later than 
usual, unless we succeed in making 
toachers taster this year tl an we 
did last. We need for the eighty^ 
three common school districts in 
Lawrence county eighty three teach- 
ers, in order that the schools may 
all begin at the proper season of the 
year.
